‘LAUGHING gas’ has 
been stolen from a 
hospital. 

Thieves have 
taken 11 cylinders of 
nitrous oxide, also 
known as laughing 
gas, from the 
Princess ofWales 
Hospital in Ely. 


JOBS at East Cambridgeshire 
District Council will be lost and 
community grants will be cut 
after plans to save £2.6 million 
were approved. 

Setting the cash-strapped council’s 
budget for 2011/12 after a debate lasting 
nearly three hours on Tuesday night, 
leader Fred Brown said: “This has been 
the most difficult budget process 
anyone can remember.” 

The Weekly News can confirm that 
eight redundancies are on the cards 
after there were 24 votes for and 11 
votes against the budget proposals. 

All council committees will also be re¬ 
organised, members’ allowances will be 
re-examined and recruitment to fill 
vacant posts will be frozen. 

However, the council tax rate has also 
been frozen for next year in a bid to help 
residents who are struggling. 

As well as making staff savings of 
more than £300,000, the council will be 
increasing certain charges and fees, 
including licences and planning 
applications. 

It comes after the council was told it 
would receive a cut of 17.8 per cent in its 
main Government Revenue Support 
Grant next year, with a further 11 per 
cent reduction in 2012/13. 

Cllr Brown said: “It has been an 
extremely tough process to strike a 
balance between providing the services 
people need and to plan for the future 
with so little money. 

“There are some decisions which we 
know have been unpopular but no one 
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should think for a minute that these 
were choices which were taken lightly. 

“Like a sensible household, we must 
plan for the future and protect against 
unforeseen events - this is simple 
common sense.” 

As previously warned, various 
community grants and support for 
voluntary groups - including Ely Soham 
Dial-A-Ride and Ely Citizens’ Advice 
Bureau - will also be reduced. 

However, Care and Repair East 
Cambridgeshire, a charity which helps 
elderly and vulnerable people live safely 
in their homes, has been given a 
temporary reprieve. 

The council has decided to split the 
£15,000 reduction in its grant over two 
years instead of one to give the 
organisation time to find other sources 
of funding. 

There will also be a review of costs 
associated with waste and recycling in 
the district. 

Cllr Brown said: “People should not 
forget that we are still delivering a huge 
amount on a very small budget. 

“We could have easily raised the 
council tax rate to generate income but 
we know how difficult things are in 
households and said no. 

“These are tough times but by 
working together and focusing on our 
strengths we can continue to deliver the 
services which people need.”

“This gas can be 
very dangerous 
when used 
incorrectly and 
people are running 
the risk of serious 
injury or long-term 
health issues.” 

The theft 

happened overnight 
on Saturday.

A VILLAGE church is to 
have its 13th century 
tower spire repaired after 
receiving a grant of more 
than £100,000. 

The Church of St Peter 
in Wilburton, which is a 
Grade I listed building, 
has been awarded 
£105,000 by English 
Heritage and the Heritage 
Lottery Fund (HLF). 

The church’s spire has 
not been repaired since 
1903. 

The grant will also be 
used to repair the spire’s 
timber, to reglaze the 
building and to fund 
masonry repairs to the 
tower parapets and stairs. 

The Rev Canon Fiona 
Brampton, of St Peter’s, 
said: “We are delighted 
that English Heritage and 
the HLF have been able 
to help us. 

“Our church is not only 
a beautiful treasure, but 
also a focal point for the 
community here in 
Wilburton.” 

The grant is one of 
many totalling more than 
£3million to be given to 
grade I and II churches in 
the East of England by 
English Heritage and the 
HLF. 


ARTISTIC masterpieces have been 
recreated to showcase the humble 
chip. 

Stuart Catterson added them into 
iconic images, including the Mona 
Lisa. 

The reworked paintings are 
hanging in the award-winning 
Petrous Brothers’ fish and chip shop 
in Market Square, Ely, in celebration 
of National Chip Week.

Cambridge, put down his computer 
mouse and picked up his brushes to 
put chips into old masters. 

Stuart said: “I was commissioned 
by the Petrous brothers, Mark and 
Peter, to celebrate the national 
award-winning status of their chip 
shop. 

“Rather than take the easy option 
of using Photoshop to graft chips 
into prints of iconic paintings, I 
thought it would be more fun and 


more powerful to actually recreate 
the paintings in their original 
styles.” 

Works include Vermeer’s Girl with 
a Pearl Earring, Leonardo da Vinci’s 
Mona Lisa, a Van Gogh self-portrait, 
Salvador Dali’s Sleep and Edvard 
Munch’s The Scream. 

Mark said: “We have elevated the 
making of chips to a fine art and 
wanted to celebrate this by 
commissioning a series of eye¬ 


catching images. 

“Stuart has produced a stunning 
exhibition of paintings that put chips 
at the heart of iconic paintings. The 
paintings are highly accomplished in 
their own right and are great fun.”

Drinks ban 
given the 
go-ahead 


POLICE have been given new 
powers to stop drunken louts 
from plaguing the grounds of 
Ely Cathedral. 

Designation orders for the non¬ 
consumption of alcohol have been 
imposed to stop people getting 
drunk on Palace Green and Cathedral 
Green. 

The orders also apply to the city’s 
Cross Green, St Mary’s Green and 
Cherry Hill Park areas. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council gave the orders the green 
light on Tuesday in a bid to crack 
down on anti-social behaviour in the 
city. 

The orders will not prevent 
sociable drinking such as at public 
events or picnics. 

But people drinking alcohol and 
causing nuisance or disorder in any 
of the green spaces will be subject to 
police punishment. 

Lesley Ann-Thompson, a spokes¬ 
woman for Ely Cathedral, said: “It is 
important that the cathedral 
maintains in its grounds a safe and 
pleasant environment for both 
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visitors and residents of the city of 
Ely. 

“We sincerely hope that these 
orders will improve conditions for 
everyone who uses the cathedral 
grounds.” 

It comes after there was a surge in 
alcohol-fuelled vandalism and other 
anti-social behaviour in the cathedral 
grounds last summer. 

Gangs caused misery for tourists, 
cathedral staff and nearby business 
owners by gathering on the grass and 
getting drunk. 

Numerous small fires were also 
started on the lawns and cathedral 
staff were given a police hotline 
number to report any incidents. 

But the new orders will now enable 
police to arrest and prosecute louts. 

Cllr Peter Cresswell, chairman of 
the district council’s community 
services committee, said: “These 
orders are to stop the consumption 
of alcohol when it creates the 
potential for disorder or causes an 
annoyance to others.” 


Garage mechanic 
banned from road 

A TRAINEE mechanic has 
been banned from the road 
after he was caught drink¬ 
driving. 

Ceiron Philpott, 20, of 
Centre Road, Soham, had 
drunk two pints of Stella when 
he was involved in a three- 
vehicle collision on the A142 
Soham bypass. 

Philpott, an apprentice 
mechanic at Manchetts in 
Burwell, was arrested and at 
Ely police station gave a 
reading of 93 milligrams of 
alcohol in 100 millilitres of 
blood. The legal limit is 80 
milligrams. 

At Ely Magistrates’ Court he 
admitted driving while above 
the legal alcohol limit. He was 
disqualified for 12 months and 
fined £100. He was also 
ordered to pay £70 court 
costs and a £15 victim 
surcharge. 

Car catches fire 
after accident 

A CAR caught fire after 
colliding with a lamp-post on 
the A10. 

Two crews from Ely were 
called to the accident in Little 
Thetford on Sunday. 

The crash happened at 9pm 
and involved one car, which 
had hit a lamp-post. 

One casualty had already 
escaped from the vehicle 
before crews arrived. 

Insurance fine for 
teaching assistant 

A TEACHING assistant 
allowed a man to drive her car 
knowing he was uninsured, a 
court heard. 

Nicola Lowe, 26, had been 
out drinking with friends in Ely 
on January 30 and left her 
Ford Mondeo at a friend’s 
house in High Barns where 
she was meant to stay the 
night. 

But after becoming 
separated from her friends a 
man she knew offered to drive 
her car and take her home so 
that she wasn’t stranded. 

He was sober but crashed 
the car into some bollards in 
King’s Avenue, Ely 
magistrates heard. 

Lowe, of The Orchards, 
Sutton, admitted permitting 
the use of a motor vehicle 
without third party insurance. 
The voluntary teaching 
assistant at Sutton Primary 
School, was also fined £100 
and ordered to pay £70 court 
costs and £15 victim 
surcharge. 

Firefighters at 
chimney blaze 

FIREFIGHTERS were called to 
another chimney blaze at the 
weekend. 

The fire broke out at a 
property in Cannon Street, 
Little Downham, just before 
6.30pm on Saturday. 

One crew from Ely attended 
and used one hose reel and 
chimney rods.

driver strikes 
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A MOTHER has des¬ 
cribed her horror after 
her young daughter was 
hurt in a hit-and-run 
collision. 

Denise Walsh was walking 
her 6-year-old daughter 
Siobhan and sister Skye, 5, 
home from school when the 
incident happened. 

They were walking along 
Pratt Street in Soham with a 
group of other mums. 

Miss Walsh, 27, said 
Siobhan was walking on the 
pavement when she stum¬ 
bled and a passing vehicle 
clipped her. Siobhan was 
thrown into the road and hit 
her head. 

The driver did not stop. 

Siobhan was taken to Ad- 
denbrooke’s Hospital, Cam¬ 
bridge, where she was treated 
for what were luckily only 
minor injuries. 

But Miss Walsh says her 
daughter “could have been 
killed”. 

Miss Walsh, of Cyprian 
Rush Way, Soham, said: 
“Luckily, Siobhan is fine and 
her pain is starting to ease but 
she really did hit her head 
badly and has been suffering 
with headaches since. 

“Things could have been so 
much worse and there is no 
doubt she could have been 
killed. 

“She’s terrified of roads now 
and has had nightmares every 
night since.”

Library to shut 
for makeover 


ELY Library is to be closed for two weeks 
this spring while refurbishment work is 
carried out. 

New self-service technology is to be 
installed in the library, located in The 
Cloisters, the News can confirm. 

It will enable users to borrow and return 
their books, as well as use other services, 
quickly and more efficiently. 

But library bosses also want to upgrade 
the library’s meeting room - and are 
appealing for donations from the public. 

The refurbishment is being funded by 
Cambridgeshire County Council - but the 
Friends of Ely Library also want to replace 
the carpet in the library’s meeting room 
with a hard-wearing laminate floor. 

The Friends have donated £500 towards 
replacing the carpet but still need around 
£2,000 and are asking local businesses and 
organisations for help. 

In a letter, Dawn Nash, project manager 
for Cambridgeshire Libraries’ develop¬ 
ment team, said: “Over the years, the 
carpet has become very soiled despite 
cleaning. 

“Many users are unhappy about the 
state of the carpet and mothers are 
reluctant to allow their babies and 
toddlers to sit on the floor.” 

The meeting room is used for a variety 
of activities each week, including the 
Fenland History Group, weekly rhyme 
sessions for babies, craft events for 
children, Red2Green Scrabble Group and 
the Cambridgeshire Family History 
Group. 

The library will be closed from Monday, 
March 28, until Tuesday, April 12.

Praise for head as school 
is declared ‘satisfactory’ 


EDUCATION at a second¬ 
ary school is improving 
but is still only ‘satis¬ 
factory’, according to 
Government inspectors. 

However, Ofsted in¬ 
spectors say the City of Ely 
Community College has a 
“good capacity” to im¬ 
prove further. 

Assessors visited the 
college in November and 
their findings have just 
been published in a report. 

Catherine Jenkinson- 
Dix, college principal, was 
praised for being “relent¬ 
less in her drive” to move 
the school forward since 
she took over in 2009. 

Inspectors said: “The 
school is improving rapidly 
and has a good capacity to 
improve further. 

“Leaders and managers 
have been very effective in 


securing improvements, 
particularly in the last year. 

“The principal, in par¬ 
ticular, has been relentless 
in her drive to ensure that 
detailed data are used 
regularly by managers to 
monitor the college’s per¬ 
formance across depart¬ 
ments and lessons. 

“They monitor the 
impact of the work they do 
thoroughly and evaluate 
how well the college, the 
staff and the students are 
doing regularly and 
accurately.” 

The college’s overall 
effectiveness was marked 
as ‘satisfactory’, as was 
pupils’ attendance, the 
quality of learning for 
pupils with special 
educational needs and the 
extent to which students 
enjoy their learning. 


Some areas were marked 
as ‘good’, including pupils’ 
behaviour, the extent to 
which they feel safe and the 
extent to which students 
contribute to the school 
and wider community. 

The school is being 
urged to increase the range 
of activities that interest 
students, to improve the 
assessment of pupils’ work 
and to ensure governors 
develop their monitoring 
skills further. 

Mrs Jenkinson-Dix, said: 
“We’re very pleased that 
the significant progress 
we’re making here was 
recognised by the 
inspection team. 

“We strive to secure the 
very best education for all 
our students and to play 
an important role in the 
community.” 


Hare coursers 
receive fines and 
bans on driving 

TWO men caught hare coursing have 
both been disqualified from driving. 

Albert Eastwood, 37, and William 
Scamp, 32, drove more than 100 miles 
from their homes in pursuit of game. 

An eagle-eyed farm worker spotted 
the men, a truck and a lurcher-type dog 
on land at Oxlode Farm in Pymoor and 
after jotting down their vehicle’s 
registration number, dialled 999. 

Eastwood, from Redhill, Surrey, and 
Scamp, from Orpington, Kent, appeared 
at Ely Magistrates’ Court and pleaded 
guilty to a charge of daytime trespass in 
pursuit of game. 

Scamp was disqualified from driving 
for 12 months, fined £650 and ordered to 
pay £70 court costs and £15 victim 
surcharge. Magistrates also ordered that 
his truck is destroyed. Eastwood was 
disqualified from driving for three 
months, fined £300 and was ordered to 
pay the same costs and victim surcharge. 

A third man, Charles Lee, 27, from 
Caterham, Surrey, was found guilty in his 
absence and will be sentenced later.

We got forests 
sell-off plans 
wrong - Paice 

SOUTH East Cambridgeshire MP Jim 
Paice has spoken out after the Govern¬ 
ment backed down over controversial 
plans to sell off Britain’s forests. 

The decision to scrap the proposals 
was made following a huge public 
backlash and was confirmed last 
Thursday by Environment Secretary 
Caroline Spelman. 

Agriculture Minister Mr Paice echoed 
Mrs Spelman’s statement to MPs, saying: 
“I acknowledge we got this one wrong.” 

The Government had planned to sell 
off forests across the country in a bid to 
raise £100million. The proposals caused 
uproar, with more than 50,000 people 
signing an online petition. 

Famous faces, including the Archbish¬ 
op of Canterbury, Dame Judi Dench and 
singer Annie Lennox also threw their 
weight behind the campaign. 

Mr Paice said the public backlash 
proved how much people “cherish” their 
forests and woodlands. 

He said: “The early responses to the 
public consultation have made it clear 
people are not happy with what we prop¬ 
osed. We have heard and are acting on it. 

“Alongside my colleagues, my first 
priority throughout this period of debate 
has been securing a sustainable future 
for our woodlands and forests and that 
ambition remains as strong as ever and 
so we are setting up a panel of indepen¬ 
dent experts to advise us on the future of 
forestry and woodland policy.” 
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New police chief vows

CRIMINALS beware - Ely’s 
police squad has a new leader. 

Robin Sissons, who has 
been an officer for 15 years, 
has taken over as the city’s 
new sector inspector. 

Inspector Sissons began his 
role on Monday and said his 
priorities were cracking down 
on anti-social behaviour and 
reducing crime. 

Insp Sissons said: “I am 
extremely pleased to be 
working in Ely and look 
forward to meeting with the 
local community and dealing 
with the issues facing them.”

City Cllr Richard Hobbs, former 
Mayor of Ely, said: “I am extremely 
disappointed and furious about 
this. 

“Fred Brown asked residents 
and organisations to come up with 
ideas for the future of the cottage, 
which we all did.

ice cream parlour and a cafe - 
something which the whole 
community could use. 

“What was the point in asking us 
to do that if he wasn’t going to 
listen in the first place? 

“It’s just another community 
facility we’re going to lose.” 

Other ideas that were raised by 
members of the public included 
opening it as a gift shop or an art 
gallery. 

But Cllr Brown told the News : 
“We’ve said from the very beginning 
that holiday lets are the best option. 
We know it will work - there is a 
shortage of bed space in Ely and it 
will increase tourism in the city. 

“Ely has enough art galleries and 
cafes.” 


Thief gets five years for £10,000 jewel haul 


IEWEL thief William Beattie has 
been jailed for five years for 
stealing a haul worth more than 
£ 10 , 000 . 

The 57-year-old broke into a 
property in Top Street, Stretham, 
between fuly 30 and August 1 last 
year. 

He smashed a front window 
and let himself in through the 


front door before taking silver 
tableware from a dining room 
and a large amount of jewellery 
from a bedroom. 

The haul included rings, 
necklaces, bracelets, earrings, 
watches and gold chains and was 
worth more than £10,000. 

Beattie, of Maitland Place, 
London, fled with the items but 


subsequent searches discovered a 
piece of his belt close to the 
broken window from which a full 
DNA profile was recovered. 

Beattie denied the burglary and 
another in Haywards Heath, West 
Sussex, where a handkerchief had 
been found bearing his DNA. 

But he was found guilty at 
Cambridge Crown Court.

Pharmacy to review procedures 
after patient is given wrong pills

A PENSIONER has slam¬ 
med a national pharmacy 
chain after she was given 
the wrong prescription 
tablets. 

Mary Neal, 68, says the error 
made over the counter at Lloyds 
Pharmacy could have had “dang¬ 
erous” consequences. 

Mrs Neal, who has thyroid can¬ 
cer and suffers from high blood 
pressure, takes calcium supple¬ 
ments every day to prevent the 
calcium levels in her body from 
dropping. 

But when she collected her 
latest prescription from Lloyds 
Pharmacy’s branch on Ely’s High 
Street, she was mistakenly given 
potassium tablets. 

The company has since apolo¬ 
gised to her but she is urging 
people to be on their guard. 

Mrs Neal, who lives with her 
husband Roy, 74, in Lumley Close, 
Ely, said: “I’m so cross about this I 
feel I need to make a stand. 

“Pharmacies can’t afford to 


make mistakes like that - it 
could kill someone. 

“Thank goodness I noticed 
they were the wrong tablets be¬ 
fore I took them but they were 
labelled as calcium pills. 

“I’ve done some research and 
taking too much potassium is 
very dangerous and could cause 
heart palpitations and muscle 
weakness.” 

Mrs Neal has endured prob¬ 
lems with her thyroid glands for 
about 15 years and takes calcium 
supplements, plus other tablets, 
to help her body maintain ade¬ 
quate calcium levels. 

Mrs Neal took the tablets to St 
Mary’s Surgery in Ely. 

Pharmacists there confirmed 
she had been given the wrong 
tablets and made contact with 
Lloyds Pharmacy about the 
error. 

Mrs Neal said: “I’m shocked 
that this can happen. 

“Surely everything is checked 


thoroughly so mistakes cannot 
be made? 

“What about if this happened 
to someone much older than me 
and they didn’t realise? It doesn’t 
bear thinking about.” 

Lloyds Pharmacy has confir¬ 
med an error was made and said 
there will now be a review of 
procedures at the Ely branch. 

A spokeswoman for the comp¬ 
any said: “We are very sorry that 
Mary Neal was given incorrect 
medication by our pharmacy in 
Ely High Street and we apologise 
to her for any distress caused. 

“We have begun an investiga¬ 
tion into the circumstances sur¬ 
rounding the incident and will 
be writing to Mrs Neal to share 
the findings with her. 

“We are also undertaking a 
review of the dispensing and 
checking procedures at the 
branch.” 


Win for homeowners over road paving 


DEVELOPERS have off¬ 
icially adopted a resi¬ 
dential street - after an 
eight year wait by resi¬ 
dents. 

Homeowners in 
Brooke Grove, Ely, have 
been campaigning for 
their road to be comp¬ 
leted by Taylor Wimpey, 
the firm which built 
their properties. 

The company said it 
was delayed as other dev¬ 
elopers had not complet¬ 


ed building on their areas 
of land. 

There was also uproar 
from residents when the 
firm started to finish 
work on the street using 
tarmac instead of block 
paving, which is used 
elsewhere on the estate. 

Homeowners, includ¬ 
ing angry Paul Muir, 
feared using “sub-stand¬ 
ard and non-matching 
materials”, would devalue 
their homes. 


But Taylor Wimpey has 
now backed down and 
agreed to use block pav¬ 
ing instead. 

A spokesman for Taylor 
Wimpey said: “In line 
with Cambridgeshire 
County Council’s speci¬ 
fications, asphalt was 
initially going to be used 
for the road surface. 

“However, we have 
now agreed with the 
council and local resi¬ 
dents that block paving 


will be used to match the 
roads elsewhere in the 
development. 

“The adoption of the 
site has been delayed 
because we have been 
waiting for other devel¬ 
opers to complete const¬ 
ruction on their land. 

“It is only now that 
these sections of the dev¬ 
elopment have been 
completed that the rel¬ 
evant adoption processes 
can now take place.”

‘No danger 
to public’ 
in fire cuts 


FIRE chiefs have insisted the 
public will not be put at extra risk 
from impending budget cuts. 

Graham Stagg, the chief fire officer for 
Cambridgeshire, said he believed he 
could even improve emergency response 
times while making £4.3 million of 
savings over the next four years. 

The cuts could see the loss of one of 
Cambridge’s overnight crews while full¬ 
time staffed stations at Ely and St Neots 
could in future be manned by retained 
firefighters. 

But Mr Stagg told a fire authority 
meeting in Huntingdon that roving fire 
engines stationed in fire hot spots could 
compensate for the loss of pumps. 

He said: “The fire station is not where 
crews do their work. I want crews out in 
the community, not in stations.” 

After the meeting, he told the Weekly 
News : “I don’t think the public are 
bothered if engines are in the station or 
not if we can get fire engines to people 
quicker. 


“Where the risk is greatest, the public 
deserve the promptest response possible. 
That means alert firefighters on the 
ground ready to go.” 

He admitted, however, some rural areas 
could lose out under moves towards 
using more retained firefighters in rural 
areas. 

He said: “We have to accept there is a 
different level of response between urban 
and rural areas. That’s because we have to 
run a sustainable service.” 

Chris Strickland, the deputy chief fire 
officer, insisted rural fire stations would 
not be cut if feasibility studies showed an 
unacceptable risk to the public. 

The authority believes it can save 
money by removing those pumps which 
respond to only 120 calls a year, including 
Littleport, Soham, Sutton and Gamlingay. 

Figures show it costs £4,273 for every 
call-out made by St Ives’ second pump, 
while Gamlingay’s cost per call is £939.

THE Cambridgeshire 
town of Soham, set in 
between Newmarket and 
Ely, has a history 
stretching back to the 
Stone Age and today is a 
bustling market town of 
family homes, farms and 
a range of local 
amenities. 


The first mention of Soham 
appeared in 630 AD when St 
Felix, 'The Apostle of the East 
Angles', is said to have 
founded an abbey on the site. 
St Felix's Abbey pre-dates 
Eltheldreda's Monastery at 
Ely, and was the first centre 
of Latin Christianity in the 
whole county. 

Soham was a prosperous 


port and trading centre 
throughout Norman and 
Medieval times, providing 
the first route to Ely by boat 
across Soham Mere, before 
the draining of the Fens in 
the 18th century.

Firefighters save home as barn blazes 


A BARN had to be 
demolished after it 
became engulfed in smoke 
and flames. 

The blaze broke out at a 
large barn on the B1382 
between Prickwillow and 
Queen Adelaide.

Many angry at 
mosque plans 


FURY has erupted over 
plans to build a ‘miniature 
mosque’ in Ely.

Zahid Ahmed, treasurer of the 
group, said East Cambridgeshire’s 
Muslim community needed their 
own area to “pray come together 
and educate children about their 
religion”. 

But some residents have 
slammed the plans. 

Neil Barker, of New Barns 
Road, said: “Ely is a cathedral city 
not a mosque city. 

“I am by no means racist but to 
build a mosque in our city would 
be ludicrous.” 

Sarah Piccaver, of Cambridge 
Road, said: “To build a mosque in 
Ely would be a huge mistake. 

“I hope the council sees sense 
and doesn’t let this go ahead. 

“I am tolerant of all religions 
but there are limits - Ely is 


famous for its cathedral and to 
build a mosque would damage 
that reputation I think.” 

Kate Howard, of Prickwillow 
Road, said: “The Paradise field is 
a large, beautiful open space 
used for a whole host of sporting 
and recreational activities. 

“To even suggest building a 
mosque there is beyond com¬ 
prehension. 

“Ely is not the sort of city for a 
mosque and this site is certainly 
not suitable. 

“I hope these plans are stopped 
in their tracks as soon as 
possible.” 

The Ely Muslims have about 50 
members and currently meet at a 
room inside the Paradise Centre 
every Friday afternoon. 

They hope to submit a 
planning application to East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
soon.

PLANNING chiefs will meet 
next week to decide whether 
or not Ely will get a new 
leisure centre. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s planning committee will 
come together on Wednesday to 
either approve or refuse the multi¬ 
million pound plans. 

The committee is being recom¬ 
mended to pass the proposals, the 
News can confirm. 

It comes after a planning 
application to build the new sports 
and leisure village in the city was 
submitted in December. 

Despite controversy surround¬ 
ing the proposed location of the 
new facility, with many people 
believing Ely’s existing Paradise 
Centre was the most suitable site, 
the council has pressed ahead with 
building it off Downham Road,

next to Ely Rugby Club. 

The authority insists developing 
the leisure centre close to the A10 
wifi make it more accessible to 
residents from across East 
Cambridgeshire - not just Ely. 

A report which will be put before 
the committee on Wednesday 
shows that the City of Ely Council, 
the Ely Society, Environment 
Agency and Sport England are 
supporting the proposals. 

Councillors are being advised to 
approve the plans subject to 
numerous conditions - including 
that an underpass is built on the 
A10 to allow pedestrians and 
cyclists safe and easy access to the 
centre. 

Other conditions include an 


extensive archaeological survey of 
the site, measures to protect trees 
from damage and that the 
development is landscaped to 
“protect and enhance” the local 
habitat. 

The report says: “The site is 
immediately adjacent to the city 
boundary, it links with existing 
sports facilities, it offers to meet 
current and future needs, and an 
active access to it is to be provided 
by an underpass for pedestrians 
and cyclists. 

“In addition, the promotion of 
public transport links is an integral 
part of the submitted transport 
plan. The overall concept is that of 
a sports village, with both indoor 
and outdoor provision, to meet the 
demand for an updated centre to 
address the current deficit and to 
provide the basis for future 
expansion.” 

If approved, the centre will boast 
a 25m six-lane swimming pool, 
learner pool, children’s leisure 
water area, six-court sports hall 
and squash courts. 

The council also wants a gym for 
100 pieces of equipment, multi¬ 
purpose rooms including a dance 
studio, transport hub and parking 
for 379 cars.

Man sent 100 
abusive texts 


AN electrician who bom¬ 
barded his ex-fiancee with 
abusive text messages and 
punctured her car’s tyres 
has been handed a restrai¬ 
ning order. 

Aaron Steadman, 23, sent 
around 100 insulting texts to his 
partner of three years, Kristina 
Robinson, over a nine-week 
period. 

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, 
said: “On December 4, Miss Rob¬ 
inson had gone to work in Little- 
port as usual and had parked her 
car in a car park. 

“When she returned her car 
windscreen and doors had been 
egged. Steadman then sent her a 
text saying ‘You dirty two-faced 
******* slapper. You’ve got a flat 
tyre. You’d better check your 
brakes too - wouldn’t want to hear 
you’d died. Not.’” 

Mrs Mardell added: “Between 
November 30 last year and Feb¬ 
ruary 6 this year, he sent around 
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100 abusive messages in total. 

“To give an example of their 
content, one sent on December 2 
said: ‘Have you died yet? Oh that’s 
a shame.’ 

“Another said: ‘I have found a 
ditch that you would look good in’. 

“On February 5, Miss Robinson 
was driving home towards Sutton 
when she noticed him following 
her along the A10. 

“She got far enough ahead of 
him and turned off a different 
route before driving to the police 
station and reporting him. 

In her statement, Miss 
Robinson said: “I’m scared he will 
hurt me. It’s affecting my daily 
life.” 

Steadman, of Feltwell Road, 
Southery, Downham Market, app¬ 
eared at Ely Magistrates’ Court 
last Thursday and pleaded guilty 
to a charge of harassment. 

Christopher Casey, mitigating, 


said: “My client and the comp¬ 
lainant have been in a 
relationship for around three 
years and were engaged. 

“They were planning their wed¬ 
ding and were set to buy a house. 

“It was when the purchase of 
their house fell through and when 
Mr Steadman did not agree to set 
a date for the wedding that things 
turned rocky. 

“My client has learned the hard 
way but he does not want any fur¬ 
ther dealings with this lady.” 

Magistrates made Steadman 
subject to a 12-month restraining 
order, preventing him from con¬ 
tacting Miss Robinson in any way. 

Hamish Ross, presiding magist¬ 
rate, said: “You put yourself in 
Miss Robinson’s position for a 
minute - it’s not very nice is it. 

“You will look back on this and 
realise you put her through hell.” 

Steadman was also fined £350 
and ordered to pay £85 court costs 
and £15 victim surcharge.

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Meetings called 
off after blunder 



Beat the credit crunch now it matters 
why pay more?? 



A SERIES of public meetings has 
been cancelled - after council 
bosses realised they were to take 
place during the sensitive pre¬ 
election period. 

Five neighbourhood panel meetings 
were due to be held in East Cambridge¬ 
shire in the last fortnight of March to 
enable residents to have their say about 
local issues. 

But they have now been called off - 
after the district council suddenly realised 
it would not be able to hold them during 
the 'purdah'. 

'Purdah' is the term used to describe the 
pre-election period, when local author¬ 
ities are governed by the 'Code of 
recommended practice on local authority 
publicity’. 

It prevents councillors from attending 
such meetings and publicising themselves 
in any way in the run up to the election 
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result. 

There will now be no neighbourhood 
panel meetings in the district until June 
and letters are being sent to residents to 
warn them of the cancellation. 

Alan Williams, the council’s neigh¬ 
bourhood panel coordinator, described it 
as an “embarrassing” error. 

He said: “The council made an error in 
identifying the purdah period -1 can’t say 
who forgot but it is embarrassing and 
disappointing. 

“All five neighbourhood panel meetings 
were set to take place in March but they 
have now been cancelled. 

“During the purdah period, councillors 
cannot be involved in the meetings so we 
had no option but to cancel them. 

“Arranging these meetings is extremely 
complex as they involve so many different

agencies so notifying everyone about the 
cancellations is proving difficult.” 

Neighbourhood panel meetings have 
been held in the district for three years 
and enable residents to speak up about 
local issues, including everything from 
crime to street lighting. 

Councillors, police, charity represent¬ 
atives, housing officers and many more 
attend them to listen to people’s views. 

Mr Williams said: “It does mean people 
won’t be able to speak about any issues 
they have face-to-face and I would like to 
apologise to residents for that. 

“However, I would urge residents to still 
get in touch via post and email with any 
issues that they feel need addressing. 

“The meetings scheduled for June will 
take place.”

said: “He’s admitted he’s got 
slight anger issues and that 
when he is taunted by his sib¬ 
lings he reacts. 

“He has a lot of foresight for 
a young man and is learning 
how to deal with that. 

“They were taunting him 
with the sweets and that’s how 
things escalated him to losing 
his rag.” 

The teenager was placed on 
a three-month youth referral 
order, in which he will appear 
regularly before a panel to 
explain what he is doing to 
stay out of trouble.

ACCORDING to The X-Files, the 
truth is out there .. but you won’t 
find it in Simon Pegg and Nick 
Frost’s fantastical road movie. 

In the same way that Shaun Of 
The Dead gleefully gnawed the 
funny bone of the zombie horror 
genre, and Hot Fuzz took aim at 
the countryside cop drama, Paul 
impishly probes feelgood sci-fi 
adventure, ET: The Extra- 
Terrestrial. 

Spielberg’s alien was a cuddly 
creature, who just wanted to 
phone home, but he bears little 
resemblance to Pegg and Frost’s 
little grey man. Their visitor 
smokes pot, glugs beer and 
exposes his backside through 
the windscreen of a Winnebago. 
He uses invisibility as a defence 
mechanism and can magically 
re-animate the dead, providing 
the film with one of its funniest 
sequences. 

Director Greg Mottola’s 
adventure opens in 1947 
Wyoming with a spacecraft 
crash-landing on top of a red 
setter called Paul. 

Flashing forward to present day 
San Diego, best friends Graeme 


Willy (Simon Pegg) and Clive 
Gollings (Nick Frost) wander 
dumbstruck around the comic 
book and popular arts 
convention, Comic-Con before 
embarking on a road trip across 
America, stopping at locations 
associated with alien contact 
including Area 51, the 
Extraterrestrial Highway and the 
Black Mailbox. 

En route, Graeme and Clive 
encounter Paul (voiced by Seth 
Rogen), a potty-mouthed alien 
stranded on Earth, who is being 
hunted by mysterious special 
agent Zoil (Jason Bateman). The 
pals agree to help Paul return 


home, abducting Ruth (Kristen 
Wiig), the one-eyed daughter of 
Bible-bashing a trailer park 
owner. 

British audiences love the double 
act of Pegg and Frost - 
their natural chemistry and sharp 
comic timing compels us to back 
Graeme and Clive as they risk life 
and limb to deliver their other¬ 
worldly buddy to his mother ship. 
Rogen brings a roguish charm to 
his titular hero. 

Next to Shaun Of The Dead and 
Hot Fuzz, Paul does feel flat but 
Pegg and Frost paper over the 
cracks with nods and winks to 
sci-fi films.

Things are 
looking up 
for gardens 


A nyone visiting the major 
garden shows this year will 
A A.no doubt see an array of 
vertical planting, featuring rich 
tapestries of plants in weird and 
wonderful structures. 

Indeed, vertical planting caught on 
several years ago, inspired by Frenchman 
Patrick Blanc, who has transformed many 
buildings’ facades into living art. 

This concept is ideal if you have 
limited space or simply want to hide an 
ugly wall or fence, and while some 
designs may seem impractical or too 
complex to construct, manufacturers are 
attempting to help with a number of 
options. 

You can now buy anything from simple 
black canvas pockets with a number of 
holes in them for the plants, which attach 
to the wall, to salad and herb vertical 
planters, living art frames displaying a 
combination of plants, and troughs which 
will house lush green plants over a wide

area of wall, equipped with water 
reservoirs which will provide a steady 
trickle to the plants as they need it. 

“Vertical planting has increased in 
popularity because it makes best use out 
of the urban garden where space is 
limited, while living walls are sustainable, 
eco-friendly, purify the air and reduce the 
heat in towns,” says Gillian Bond of 
Treebox, a living wall specialist. 

Felicity Waters, landscape architect at 
Garden Beet, says: “The larger the 
vertical garden the more complex it

becomes in terms of maintenance and 
installation. If you are going to install a 
garden above head height you need to 
think how you are going to water, weed 
and feed the plants. 

“Creating a living wall, say the size of a 
two-storey building, can look spectacular, 
but there is nothing worse than a dead 
living wall.” 

While elaborate schemes are available 
which involve professional installation, 
domestic gardeners can create their own 
living walls and vertical plantings without 
having to be DIY experts. 

On a small scale, Burgon & Ball has 
just launched its Verti-Plant. Made from 
heavy duty non-woven material, it 
features planting pockets and an internal 
irrigation system which allows water to 


filter from one pocket to the next, while 
the bottom pockets are sealed to reduce 
drips and mess. 

Priced £9.95 for two, it’s available in 
good garden centres and at www.burgon 
andball.com 

Alternatively, you can frame a floral or 
foliage display in a living art frame, 
priced £47.99 from www.gardenbeet.com 

With larger constructions, you may 
have more success going for lush foliage 
plants rather than flowers. Good 
specimens for wall planting include ferns, 
euphorbia, ajuga, heuchera and 
geraniums. Place shade-loving varieties at 
the base of the area and sun-lovers, such 
as geraniums, thyme and sage, at the top. 

Add some spring bulbs for a happy 
surprise when it is still cold, and try some 


wild strawberries for the children to pick 
all summer. 

For something larger which you can put 
up yourself, Easiwall is a vertical planter 
comprising five self-watering troughs 
attached to a robust panel 500cm wide by 
lm tall, that you fix to a wall. Priced 
£159, it’s available from online stockists 
www.gardenbeet.com and selected 
nurseries. For information visit www.

Create as large or as small a vertical 
display as you like with the Woolly Wally 
Pocket, a new type of hanging basket or 
wall planter that can be used on its own or 
in groups to cover any wall to create a 
vertical garden.

Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home.

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Young drivers need 
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Choosing an old car can put 
young drivers at risk, says 
RoadSafe. Younger motorists 
need the safest modern cars 
they can afford. 

RoadSafe director Adrian 
Walsh says: “When it comes to 
buying a car for a new, young 
driver, it is a bad idea to put 
them in a cheap old banger. 

“Older vehicles tend to cost 
less to insure but this benefit is 
diminished in the event of a 
crash, as they lack the safety 
systems found in newer models.” 

Age should not dictate which 
motorists have access to the 
safest cars, but RoadSafe is 
putting its focus on younger 
drivers as they continue to be 
involved in the highest pro¬ 
portion of collisions. 

In 2009, drivers aged 17 to 24 
made up 12 per cent of licence 
holders but 26 per cent of 
crashes involved at least one 
driver in this age group. They 
were also over-represented in 
the number of road deaths, 
making up 25 per cent of the 564 
fatalities. 

Newer cars don’t just have 
better crash protection. They 
also have systems that help 
avoid collisions. 

ESC, for example, helps a 
driver maintain control in an 
emergency. The system uses 
sensors to detect when a car 
starts to skid off its planned 
course and automatically 
reduces the throttle and applies 
the brakes to individual wheels 
to regain stability and prevent or 


minimise the skid. 

This isn’t to say that older cars 
are dangerous. Many sec¬ 
ondhand cars have good safety 
systems. Buyers should check a 
car’s Euro-NCAP rating and ask 
about the safety features fitted 
before making a purchase.

The RoadSafe for Parents 
campaign began this month, 
with the support of celebrities 
including Phillip Schofield and 
Fearne Cotton. It aims to show 
parents and guardians how they 
can improve the safety of young 
drivers. 

Meanwhile, a leading insur¬ 
ance broker has described 
impending European legislation 
to ban insurers from using 
gender to rate premiums as 
“ridiculous”. 

Two European Court of Justice 
judges could ban gender 
discrimination in pricing 
insurance on March 1, leading to 
huge hikes in premiums, 
particularly for women. 

Gerry Bucke, general manager 
at Adrian Flux Insurance 
Services, said the new rules 
would not significantly benefit 
male drivers, but could see 
young women paying up to 
£1,000 a year more. 

“If people think that insurance 
companies will bring premiums 
for male drivers down to meet 
those for female drivers in the 
middle they are likely to be dis¬ 
appointed,” he added. 


“Despite the hefty increases in 
premiums we are seeing, there is 
no profit in the UK car insurance 
market, and insurers are unlikely 
to reduce premiums for young 
men in the long run.” 

Last year, analysts Tower 
Watson said that the UK motor 
insurance market would not be 
profitable until 2015 at the 
earliest, partly because of an 
estimated 30,000 annual fraud¬ 
ulent claims. 

Mr Bucke is backed up by the 
Association of British Insurers 
(ABI), which says that if the 
initial decision is upheld it 
would be “extremely detrimental 
to UK consumers”. 

A 2004 EU directive allowing 
insurers to use gender to rate 
premiums if they were backed by 
statistical evidence was 
successfully challenged last year, 
leading to next month’s crucial 
appeal. 

Mr Bucke revealed that some 
insurers had already asked for 
the question of gender to be 
removed from the quotation 
process in anticipation of the 
ruling. 

“It’s ridiculous,” he said. 
“Insurance is a discriminatory 
business where people pay the 
appropriate premium based on 
the risk of claims they represent. 

“It’s a fact that, for a variety of 
reasons, male drivers cost 
insurance companies more than 
women, just as younger drivers 
represent a greater risk, or those 
with a string of motoring 
offences or a bad claims record.”

■ Eliminate short journeys if 
practical. Walk or cycle to the end 
of the road to pick up the paper. 
Not only will you be saving fuel, 
but getting that extra bit of 
exercise will make you feel better 
too. 

■ Don’t carry unnecessary 
weight. Check you have got only 
the essentials in your boot and 
take off the roof rack if you don’t 
need it. 

■ Look at the option of car 
sharing with your friends and 
family particularly on the school 
run. Not only is it more fuel 
efficient, it will also help 
congestion. 

■ The majority of cars run at their 
most efficient at 60mph. Every 
5mph above that you drive, you 
will lose 6 per cent of your fuel 


economy. Consider this saving 
when you are driving on the 
motorway and nearing the speed 
limit. 

■ Make sure you know where you 
are going before you set off. An 
estimated 350,000 tonnes of fuel 
is wasted every year by people 
being lost in their cars. 

■ Driving smoothly is much more 
efficient. Hard accelerating and 
sudden braking could use up to 
40 per cent more fuel according 
to research. 

■ Consider changing your car to 
a smaller, greener car. Take a look 
at your most common journeys 
and assess whether you could 
benefit from a change of vehicle. 

■ Consider whether it is 
absolutely necessary to take the 
car. The bus or train is much 
more efficient and can often be 
quicker, especially during rush 
hour traffic.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A 4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a j’ob - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

ISLE of Ely had 22 crews, ranging 
from Women Junior 15 scullers 
through to Masters F veteran 
oarsmen competing in Cambridge at 
the weekend. 

Racing in the second leg of the 
Winter League head race on the River 
Cam between the A14 road bridge and 
the Green Dragon public house bridge, 
the Ely oarsmen and women all 
enjoyed faster times thanks to cold but 
calm race conditions.

Belgian chance for 
teenager Kieran 


YOUNG cyclist Kieran Brady can 
hardly believe how far he 
has come in such a short space 
of time. 

The 16-year-old, from Soham, 
only started the sport two years 
ago, but he has already been 
snapped up by the junior Flanders 
Racing Team, which is a feed to top 
Belgian side ASFRA Racing Team. 

He is the youngest of six British 
junior riders to be named in the 
squad and secured his spot on the 
basis of some impressive perfor¬ 
mances last year and his undoubted 
potential. 

“It's quite an elite group,” 
said Brady, a member of Ely 
Cycling Club. 

“I was chosen because of my 
training and performances last 
year, rather than results, because I 
haven’t been cycling that long. My 
coach has been quite impressed 
with my training and put my name 
forward for the team. Things have 
then gone on from there.” 

Brady’s coach is based in 
Redbridge, east London, but thanks 
to a special device fitted to the 
youngster’s bike that was paid for by a 
£250 grant from the East District 
Cycling Association, he is able to 
analyse everything he does on 


computer. The pair communicate 
regularly over the internet and on 
the phone, in addition to Brady 
heading south for training sessions 
and races. 

Brady has only been working 
with his coach for just over three 
months but said the standard of his 
cycling had increased considerably. 

“He’s helped me tremendously,” 
said Brady. “The training I do now is 
different to what I was doing 
before. 

“He’s got a lot of experience and 
has produced top riders before, and 
even in a short space of time I feel 
as though I’ve really improved.” 

Brady took up cycling after 
having previously played roller 
hockey in Bury St Edmunds. 

“I just did cycling to keep fit and 
took part in a few youth club races,” 
he said, “but six months ago I knew 
I had to make a decision, and I 
chose cycling. 

“It’s a bigger sport and it was 
easier to get motivated for, because 
in cycling there is always someone 
better than you, no matter how 
good you are. Roller hockey is a 
much smaller sport.” 

Balancing his training with his 
GCSEs at Soham Village College, 
Brady now trains six days a week 


and although he hopes to continue 
riding for Ely Cycling Club in the 
forthcoming season, he will train 
even more with the feeder squad. 

Having competed in youth races 
last season, Brady makes the step up 
to junior level this year and he accepts 
that the next 12 months will mostly 
be a learning experience. 

He has already earmarked the 
National Junior Road Race series, 
the British Time Trial Champion¬ 
ship and the National 25-mile time 
trials as the main competitions he 
will race in. 

The Belgium link should provide 
him with an opportunity to race on 
the continent as well, but Brady 
refuses to get too carried away by 
his rapid rise. 

“I’ve not been over to Belgium yet 
but I might be going over for some 
training before tide season starts,” he 
said. “This season is going to be a 
learning experience. I’m the youngest 
in the team - some of the others are 
17 or 18 years old, so I’ll be looking to 
learn from them as well. 

“Ideally I’d like to turn 
professional in the future, so I’ll try 
to keep getting the right results and 
taking part in the right events. 
Racing for a Belgian team would 
help a lot with that.”
